Protecting 
the home 
front

The First World War was 
not confined to the trenches of 

Hundreds of soldiers spent 
the war years right here in Nia¬ 
gara, protecting the home front 
from an attack that never came. 

Drew Neufeld, manager of 
the Lincoln and Welland Regi¬ 
ment Museum at Butler’s Bar¬ 
racks, said the shipping canal, 
hydro electric generation facil¬ 
ities, and local factories man¬ 
ufacturing ammunition and 
weapons were all considered 
potential enemy targets in need 

of protection. 

Catharines to Fort Erie and Lin¬ 
coln was considered a threat,” 
Neufeld said. 

To ensure the safety of local 
targets, the Canadian mili¬ 
tary established The Welland 
Canal Force — a team of reserv¬ 
ists from the 19th Lincoln Regi¬ 
ment and the 44th Lincoln and 
Welland Regiment, initially 
assigned to protect the shipping 
canal from attack. 

And the soldiers made their 
presence known, setting up 
guard posts at key locations 
throughout the region. 

“While they were guarding 
the canal you actually had to 
apply for a vehicle pass,” Neu¬ 
feld said. 


One of those vehicle passes is 

to the Welland Canal Force at 
the museum, one of several arti¬ 
facts related to the mission. 

In the years that followed, 

added to the Welland Canal 
Force mission as more threats 
were identified. 

By the end of the war, the sol¬ 
diers were also patrolling hydro 
generation facilities, interna¬ 
tional bridges over the Niagara 
River, factories and even food 
production facilities. 

But now 100 years later, the 
role those soldiers played in the 
war is being forgotten. 

"The majority of people don't 
know about the Welland Canal 
Force,” Neufeld said. 

Concerns about the fad¬ 
ing memories of the mission 
inspired the retired command¬ 
ing officer of the Lincoln and 
Welland Regiment Lt Col. Wtl- 
liam Smy, 76, to share the story 
of the Welland Canal Force in 
a book he published in 2012 
— Guarding Niagara: The 
Welland Canal Force 1914-1918. 

But even gathering informa¬ 
tion about the local soldiers 
proved to be a challenge for 
Smy, who has written several 
military history hooks since his 

Welland Regiment in 1986.

“There’s very little in the 
archives,” he said when con¬ 
tacted at his Fort Erie home. 

Smy said the book was the 
culmination of about two years 
of work, relying on information 
compiled in local museums as 
well as by researching newspa¬ 
per articles written at the time. 

His book is available for 
purchase at the Lincoln and 
Welland Regiment Museum in 
Niagara-on-the Lake. 

Many of the pictures included 
in Smy’s book were taken from 
the museum’s collection of doz¬ 
ens of photographs of members 
of The Welland Canal Force on 
duty in Niagara. 

Neufeld said some of the 
photos show landmarks and 
buildings that have changed 
very little in the past century. 

“You know that old shed in 
Port Dalhousie right beside 


the canal there? We have pho¬ 
tos of guys formed up in front 
of it. I find it really cool that 
the building’s still there and it 
looks identical,” he said. 

Smy said the total number 
of soldiers involved in the mis¬ 
sion changed throughout the 
course of the war, but at its 
peak, he estimates as many as 
700 soldier were involved in 
the mission. 

One of the soldiers was Gra¬ 
ham Lyall, who was lived in 
Welland and later Chippawa 
before he was recruited at the 
age of 22 as a non-commis¬ 
sioned officer. 

Lyall, the topic of another 
book written by Smy, even¬ 
tually left the Welland Canal 
Force, transferring for active 
combat duty in Europe. 

He was promoted to the 
rank of lieutenant and went on 
to earn the Victoria Cross — 


the highest honour that can be 
bestowed for gallantry in the 
face of the enemy. 

Smy said Lyall remained in 
the United Kingdom following 
the war, and joined the British 

Twenty years later, Lyall 
was promoted to colonel and 
joined the fight against the 
Nazis in the Second World 
War. 

He died in his sleep of heart 
failure on Nov. 28,1941, while 
serving in Egypt 

ing into the fate of several 
Canadian battalions that were 
broken up soon after they 
arrived in Europe, their sol¬ 
diers recruited to replenish the 
diminished ranks of other bat¬ 
talions on the front lines.

Although they earn an income by 

neighbouring farmer who grows cer¬ 
tified organic crops, Laurie recently 
became concerned about the cost of 
maintaining the 30.4-hectare family 
farm after Brian retired from his career 
as a horticulture and history teacher at 
E.L. Crossley Secondary School. 

Laurie is semi-retired from her job 
as a visual-arts teacher for The Royal 
Conservatory of Music, giving the cou¬ 
ple more time to devote to the prop¬ 
erty. But typical farming wasn’t what 
they had in mind. 


"We didn't want to grow hay because 
it’s too heavy for me,” said Laurie, who 
came up with a way to garner another 
income from the property without 
breaking her back in the process. 

“Flowers just were a natural thing,” 
she said. 

After Laurie planted the flower beds 
surrounding her home, she said peo¬ 
ple kept asking her if they could cut 
some of the flowers for bouquets.

ARCHEOLOGY: Study conducted on east Fonthill development land 

Can you digit?

It’s the process workers from Golder Asso¬ 
ciates undertook last week on the east Fon- 

4 archeological study on the property. 

The work garnered attention from pas- 
sersby, some so curious they even stopped 
to q uesuon what was being done, said Scott 
Martin, project archeologist with the St. 
Catharines-based firm. The study, commis¬ 
sioned by the Town of Pelham, is a require¬ 
ment for proposed developments under the 
planning act 

Golder archeologists worked onsite to 
conduct block excavation, working along a 
grid of square metres to sift through soil to 
determine whether the land holds any his¬ 
torical significance. 

During the excavation, stone tools, includ¬ 
ing scrapers, a spokeshave and a graver, were 
found, as well as a variety of chips and flakes. 

“It's similar to whittling a spoon, the pieces 
that come off when maktag a tool, we lookfor 
those chips, the stone chert,” Martin said. 

While wood, doth and skin items used in 
the past decay over time, stone tools remain 
intact, which is why they are most commonly 
found, he said. 

The findings are made of materials typical 
for the archaic period, ftom 9000 to 1000 BC, 
and are routinely encountered by archeolo¬ 
gists. 


No ageable or dateahle artifacts have been 
discovered on the Pelham property, but it is 
believed the site was used as a short-term 
campsite, possibly dating back to about 3000 
BC, Martin said. 

The site, he added, may have been estab¬ 
lished by an extended family making use of 

upland location of the Fonthill Kame. 

Members of three First Nations commu¬ 
nities worked alongside archeologists during 
the Stage 4 investigation. 

Martin was confident the study would 
wrap up smoothly with no delay to the pro¬ 
posed development He was, however, quick 
to also add crews "never know what will be 
found in the next screen." 

All findings are brought back to a lab 
where they are analyzed, catalogued and 
entered into the final report 

Once the study is complete, itwillbe sub¬ 
mitted to the Ministry of Tourism, Culture 
and Sport 

Pelham Mayor Dave Augustyn said the 
findings are “not surprising” as the area is 
historically known for having been on the 
route for aboriginal travellers. 

There are nearby lands in Fenwick where 
findings have been “substantial compared to 
this,” he said.

Shingles is caused by the same virus that causes chickenpox 
(varicella-zoster virus). After the chickenpox blisters heal, the virus remains 
dormant in nerve cells in your body. It can become reactivated after many years 
resulting in shingles. It is not known exactly why the virus becomes reactivated, 
however it is thought that having a weakened immune system along with 
physical trauma, UV light or stress may play a role. The risk of developing 
shingles increases with age and people over 50 years old are at the greatest 
risk.

It is called Zostavax and 
is available to adults over 50 years old. The vaccine cannot be used if you are 
already experiencing symptoms of shingles; it is only used for prevention. The 
vaccine is given as a single dose by injection just under the skin of the upper 
arm by a doctor or trained nurse. As all medicines and vaccines can have 
side effects, some people may experience redness, pain, swelling, or bruising 
at the site of injection or headache. These are the most common unwanted 
effects, but they are usually minor. This vaccine was found to reduce the risk 
of developing shingles by about 50-70% (depending on your age) within the 
first year after receiving the vaccine.
